Daniel Scott Lamont was of Scotch an- 
cestry.

John B. Lamont was a merchant of 
Cortlandville, N. Y., when, on Feb. 9

The boy's education began in the com- 
}mon school and was continued at the 
New York Central Academy at McGraw- 
ville. In the Summer he served as clerk 
in his fether’s store. At the same time

land, was earning his first livelihood in a 
{similar way at Fayetteville. 

Young Lamont entered Union College in 
| 1868. He was still a year short of gradu- 
|!ation when he met Edgar K. Apgar, then 
acting as pardon clerk to Gov. John T, 
Hoffman, and through him became ace 
;quainted with the Governor. The result 
| was an appointment as Deputy Clerk of 
the Assembly. That was young Lamont’s 
first step Into politics. For twenty-eight 
| years that followed, or till he resigned ag 
Secretary of War in 1897, he remained a 
political factor of importance, rising

Characteristic of his sense of honor was 
his refusal just before the end of Cleve- 
land’s first term to accept the $7,000 com- 
ing to him under the provisions of a retro- 
active act of Congress raising the secre- 
tary’s salary. 

“I knew what I was to get when I 
took the job,’’ said Lamont, 
is no reason why I should have more.’

Twice during that 
time he was urged to accept Presidencies 
of large trust companies that would have 
brought him incomes much larger than 
he was then enjoying. And when, in 
1893, his chief and friend called upon him 
to take charge of a portfolio in the new 
Cabinet he obeyed the call without re- 
gard of the sacrifice this involved. 

From 1893 to 1897 he served as Secre- 
tary of War. At the end of his term he 
left politics for good. But rarely a year 


has passed since then when his name has! 


not been mentioned in connection with 
some prominent elective office. 

A new opportunity for his abilities as 
financier and organizer of vast enterprises 
was offered when, ‘n 1897, he was elected 
Vice President of the Northern Pacific 
Railway and President of the Northern 
Pacific Express Company. Those offices 
he continued to fill to the last. At the 


same time he served as Director on the |

STATEMENT BY STEARNS. 


Hooker’s Partner Replies to Assembly- 
man’s Perjury Charge. 


DUNKIRK, N. Y., July 23.—State Tax 
Commissioner Lester F, Stearns to-night 
made a statement in regard to his testi- 
mony at the Hooker trial..

TO HELP FIGHT YELLOW FEVER 


Government Experts Sent to New Or- 
leans to Aid Local Authorities. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July ‘23.—The officials 
of the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service are working in harmony with the 
Louisiana authorities in the effort to pre- 
vent any spread of the yellow fever, from 
which an Italian died yesterday in New 
Orleans. 

Dr. A. H. Glennan, Acting Surgeon Gen- 
eral in the absence of Dr. Wyman, who is 
now in Honolulu, has ordered Surgeons 
G. M. Guiteras from Catro, Ill; T. H. 


Richardson from Savannah, and J. H. 
White from Mobile to proceed to New 
Orleans, and assist the Marine Hospital 
offficials stationed there. 

A thorough out-going train inspection 
service will be organized to prevent the 
departure of any person who may have 
been exposed in any way to the disease, 

The application of the methods employed 
at Havana for stamping out the disease 
will include the destruction of mosquitoes 
and the screening of patients infected 
with the disease. Dr. Glennan said to- 
night that the situation in New Orleans 
is well in hand, and expressed the hope 
that the disease will not spread. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 23.—The yellow 
fever quarantine copes only to persons 
and baggage and will be relieved by the 
immediate establishment of detention 
camps on the lines of all the railroads. 

Dr. Haase, City Health Officer of 
Memphis; Dr. Tabor, State Health Offi- 
cer of Texas, and four doctors repre- 
senting local boards in Texas, arrived 


here to-day, and participated in a general’ 


conference, at which Gov. Blanchard was 


present. 

The visiting health officers expressed 
themselves as willing to accept the cer- 
tificates of the Marine Hospital Service 
for travelers who have been detained in 
the detention camps five days. 

Freight traffic will not be interfered 
with in the least, the only regulation re- 
quired being that freight cars shall be 
fumigated with sulphur to kill mos- 
quitos. 


May Quarantine Sixty College Girls. 


HAVANA, July 23.—On account of the 
existence of yellow fever at New Orleans 
quarantine has been declared against that 
port.

PLANS FOR THE CONFERENCE. 


Everything Possible Being Done for 
the Comfort of the Envoys. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., July 23.—Prep- 
arations for tne peace conference are 
progressing rapidly and satisfactorily, and 
by Aug. 5, the day on which it is expected 
that the plenipotentiaries will reach 
Portsmouth from Oyster Bay on board 
the Mayflower and Dolphin, all will be 
in readiness for their reception. The 
Washington Government and the State of 
New Hampshire are co-operating in the 
efforts to make the surroundings of the 
conference as suitable as possible, and 
are receiving generous assistance from 
the people of Portsmouth and the adjacent 
villages of Kittery, Me., where the navy 
yard is located, and Newcastle, N. dH., 
near which the plenipotentiaries will have 
quarters in the Hotel Wentworth, 

Mr. Peirce, the Third Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, who is acting for the Presi- 
dent in directing the arrangements, left 
to-night for Washington, where he will 
provide for the shipinent of the furniture 
for the equipment of the naval general 
store which is to be used for the sessions 
of the conference. As this equipment will 
be of no use to the Government after tne 
conference is over, it will be rented. Mr. 
Peirce will spend to-morrow in its selec- 
tion, and it should be in place early next 
week. ° 

Before leaving for Washington Mr. 
Peirce had a conference with Rear Ad- 
miral Mead, commandant of the navy 
yard, regarding the details yet to be ar- 
ranged in connection with the reception 
of the envoys and the sessions of the con- 
ference. 

The tentative programme is that the 
plenipotentiaries shall land at the navy 
yard and go immediately to the office of 
the commandant to pay their respects. 
The arrival of the two missions will be 
heralded by the firing of an ambassa- 
dorial salute for each mission. The 
marine guard, which has recently been 
increased, will render the prescribed 
salutes, and may escort the party from 
{the navy yard through the town of Ports- 
mouth to the envoys’ quarters at the 
Wentworth, a distance of about five 
miles. 

As the navy yard is on the Maine side 
of the Piscataqua River, the Governor of 
New Hampshire will probably receive the 
plenipotentiaries in Portsmouth, and for- 
| many welcome them to the State. He will 
at the same time extend to them an tn+ 
vitation to be the guests of the State on 
a tour of the New Hampshire mountains 
upon the conclusion of the negotiations. 

The State of New Hampshire has al- 

ready requested to be permitted to bear 
the expense of entertaining the plenipo- 
tentiaries throughout the _ conference, 
which will probably be granted, the Wash- 
j}ington Government undertaking the en- 
tire expense of the equipment of the 
quarters for the conference. 
The navy general store, while archi- 
|}tecturally rather a plain building of 
| brick and steel construction, has just 
| been’ completed, and is admirably suited 
| for use as a meeting place. It has an im- 
|posing entrance, finished in stone, and 
|leading up from this to the second floor 
iis a broad stairway. The entire second 
| floor will be given over to the plenipo- 
ijtentiaries, and as much of the remainder 
of the building as may be needed. In- 
deed, the whole building, which has nev- 
er been occupied, will be turned over for 
their use. A marine guard will be in at- 
tendance through the sessions, and there 
will be telephones and telegraph offices 
near at hand, so that the envoys may 
keep in close touch with their Govern- 
ments and with Oyster Bay. 3 

Two States will share the honor of being 
connected with the great meeting, for 
each day the plenipotentiaries will go 
from New Castle, N. H., to Kittery, Me., 
for their meetings. The scene of contact 
will invariably be on the Maine side of the 
river. 

In the arrangements at the Wentworth 
care has been taken that each mission 
shall have the privilege of absolute se- 
clusion at all times. Although practically 
identical in furnishings and general de- 
sirability, the quarters for the Russian 
and Japanese envoys are in opposite 
wings of the hotel. Each suite has its 
private dining and reception rooms and 
its private entrance. Both command ex- 
cellent views of the ocean, all the rooms 
facing on the ocean side, and the suites 
set aside for the chiefs of the two mis- 
sions open on to wide verandas, which 
will be exclusively for their use. 

The envoys will be taken to the navy 
yard when the weather is fair in launches 
to be supplied by the navy. Automobiles 
and carriages will take them around 
through Portsmouth, a distance of about 
five miles, when the weather is not pro- 
pitious or when they prefer this trip 
to the ride by water. It is not expected 
that the sessions will commence much 
before 2 o'clock in the afternoon, if as 
early, as the arrangements provide for 
noonday breakfast for the Russian mis- 
sion. 

These details, however, and the num- 
ber of sessions each week will, of course, 
be left entirely to the plenipotentiaries, 
the arrangements by the Washington 
Government being confined entirely to the 
fitting up of comfortable and suitable 
quarters and providing adequate protec- 
tion from intrusion and every possible 
facility for the personal comfort of the 
envoys. 

From an authoritative source it is 
learned. that both missions expect that 
the question of an armistice will be the 
first subject broached after the confer- 
ence is convened. The Japanese will in- 
sist that the armistice be for a limited pe- 
riod, and will, it is believed; suggest that 
one month will furnish adequate time for 
the conference to complete its work. The 
signing of this truce will, it is expected, 
form the first chapter of the negctiations. 

Throughout Portsmouth and the vicin- 
ity the keenest Interest is displayed in the 
conference, and the people are taking 
much pride.in the arrangements. The 
plenipotentiaries will probably have many 
more invitations for excursions and enter- 
tainments than it will be possible for them 
to accept,

Komura and his party, due here to-mor- 
row morning. 

The party will be met by Minister Taka- 
hira, Baron Kaneko, and Consul General 
Uchida. The last named has charge of the 
arrangements for the party in New York 
City. , 
The Japanese of New York are desirous 
of entertaining Baron Komura in the 
course of his short stay in this city, and 
if their invitation is accepted a reception 
in his honor will be gven at the new Nip- 
pon clubhouse some evening this week. 
Dr. J. Takamine, President of the club, 
will extend the invitation. 

It is believed that Baron Komura and 
his party will refuse social courtesies 
while here, but Baron Kaneko will give a 
dinner to the principal peace envoys and 
a few members of his party at the Metro- 
politan Club either Wednesday or Thurs- 
day evening.

FRANCE WILL HELP RUSSIA.

The friendly relations of the French Gov- 
ernment with that of Great Britain will 
undoubtedly play a prominent part when 
the period for a direct exchange of views 
ps ge It is believed that this was the 
chief point discussed in the conversation 
at the Quai d’Orsay.

CROWDS GREET PRISONER. 


Mother Had Sought In Swamps Son 
Accused of Slaying a Soldier.

BALTIMORE, July 23.—Hays Donald- 
son, the Anne Arundel County farmer who 
is charged with the murder of Patrick 
Cummings, a member of the Engineer 
Corps of the United States Army, on the 
night of July 16, at Hammond’s Wharf, 
about two miles below Curtis Bay, sur- 
rendered early this morning to Chief of 
Police McDonald of the Anne Arundel 
County police, 

Donaldson is now held at the Curtis 
Bay Police Station, where he will be 
given a hearing before Justice W. L. 
Hawkins to-morrow afternoon. The news 
of his surrender spread rapidly, and when 
Chief McDonald, accompanied by Patrol- 
man Cook, arrived at the station with 
his prisoner the streets were lined with 
men, women, and children. 

As the automobile carrying the party 
rolled through the streets, the people, 
whose sympathy seems to be with the 
prisoner, called out words of encourage- 
ment, and Donaldson raised his hat and 
bowed in response. 

Donaldson's mother saw a humorous 
story in a newspaper which purported to 
give a letter from him telling how he had 
tried to catch up with the county police- 
man with success. She took it seri- 
ously and spent yesterday in the Anne 
Arundel swamps trying to find him and 
persuade him to surrender.

to-day of to-morrow. The efforts of Act-

against Andrews and Dr. John A. Harris | 


came to a head. 


Only yesterday did Gray learn that he| 


was wanted here. He immediately put 
himself in communication with the proper 
persons and assured them that he would 


return with the least possible delay. While 


Mr. Gans has counted on Gray as one of | 
the principal witnesses for the prosecu- | 


tion, it seems that Andrews is not less 
anxious to find him, being confident that 
the evidence the lawyer has to give will 
be entirely in his favor. 

Inquiries yesterday for Andrews at the 
Royalton, where he lives, brought the 
reply that he had left the city for the 
day. Many persons assure him of their 
confidence in his ability to clear himself. 
Ever since the news of his trouble be- 
came public Andrews has been the re- 
cipient of a stream of letters and tele- 
grams. 

Andrews is a Southerner, hailing from 
Tennessee, and is only thirty years old. 


Little more than five years ago he was| 


entirely unknown here. When the war 
with Spain broke out he enlisted, got a 
commission, and took the field as a 
Captain of the Third Tennessee Infantry. 
Returning home from the war, he took 
the practice ot law, and in a very 
short time attracted attention through his 
brilliant defense of several criminal cases, 
Encouraged by this success he moved to 
New York. He is now, and hag been for 
four years, the counsel for the County 
Medical Society. He is also counsel for 
the Order of Elks, and is a leader in the 
Spanish War Veterans’ organization. 


Dr. John Van Doren Young, Secretary | 
of the County Medical Society, in speak- | 


ing of Andrews said last night: 

“Our society never had a more effi- 
cient or more energetic counsel. He has 
filled the place in such a manner that 
he has won our complete confidence. 
The charges now made against him seem 
very strange to us, for he has seemed to 
be the very last man to be guilty of a 
crime like the one laid at his door. 

“In his dealings with us he has been 
very fair, and if we ever had any fault 
to find with him it was that he pushed 
the work so hard that it was difficult for 
us to take care of it. There has been 
some talk of his appearing as counsel 
for individuals that were complainants 
in cases prosecuted by the society. If 
that is true he had a perfect right to do 
so. We pay him only a nominal salarv— 
a sum that is wholly inadequate as pay-

Miller is twenty-two years old, and is a 
silk weaver. His bride is only eighteen, 
and the two went to school together in 
Lodz. Miller was drafted into the army, 
and at the outbreak of the Japanese war 
he went to the front.

almost annihilated, and Miller was cap- 
tured and sent to Tokio. He came here 
a year ago. 

Miller began a correspondence with his 
Sweetheart in Lodz as soon as he arrived. 
He raised money and sent for her and 
her parents and her several brothers and 
sisters.

GORKY’S VIEW OF THE WAR. 


One of His Critics Taken to Task— 
Heroic Measures Needed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A communication in TH Times over the 
signature of Mr. Platon Brounoff ex- 
presses disagreement with an opinion ad- 
vanced by you in a recent issue of your 


paper relative to Maxim Gorky’s view of | 


the war and its effect on Russian prog- 
ress, Your opinion takes the form of an 
interrogation as to who should dare to 
disagree with Gorky and the Russians 
who think like him that the war, from the 
point of view of Russian progress, is an 
unmitigated blessing, and that peace would 
be detrimental to it. 

Your challenge is taken up. Both you 
and Gorky are wrong. According to Mr. 
Brounoff, Gorky is a ‘‘ high human in- 
tellect, who loves humanity,” but, ‘he 
contradicts his own ideals." But, one 
ventures to ask, did not the war help the 
progressive elements in their work and, 
in this way, as these elements believe, 
help the whole Russian people? Oh! Yes, 
answers Mr. Brounoff; but Russia needs 
peace now because hundreds of thousands 
of soldiers are to be torn from their fam- 
ilies. But were not hundreds of thousands 
torn from their families in the beginning 
of the war, which Mr. B. conceeds was a 
blessing, because ‘it helped the revolu- 





If, then, the war contributed so much 
toward the end which Mr. Brounoff seems 
to have so much at heart, why not recog- 
nize it as an ally in the same struggle— 
as a force co-operating with those who 
wish to see Russia free, and who do every- 
thing to make her free? Would any sane 
man request the withdrawal of an ally 
who has made hope of success possible at 
the very moment when the result of the 
conflict is in the balance? Decidedly not. 

The Russian Government is not based, 
and does not rely, on good will, patriot- 
ism or love of country and institutions. 
It is based and is relying solely on force. 
This war pressed upon the attention of the 
whole Russian people the impotency of 
that force. It will not take long before 
advantage will be taken by those who 
have been oppressed by it, to throw off 
the yoke which was tolerated merely be- 
cause the power that kept it on was con- 
sidered too powerful. The more and the 
longer the miserable weakness of the 
Duko-archy is held up in view of the Rus- 
sian people, the greater will become the 
disgust with it. The attempt to shake 
them off will come sooner, and the result 
will be more lasting.

Colorado fruit, too, has become an im- 
portant factor in its resources. The 
famous Rocky Ford melon ts only a small 
part of this product, for one discovers 
there great orchards of apples, peaches, 
plums, and apricots, and finds that the 
State is on its way to be one of the larger 
fruit producers of the country. Without 
doubt the taking up of the problem of 
irrigation by the United States Govern- 
ment is greatly stimulatine this move- 
;}ment. At present an enormous engineer- 
ing enterprise, costing several millions of 
|dollars,- is going on in the vicinity of 
| Montrose, where a large tunnel is being 
pushed under a range of mountains to 
jdivert the waters of the Grand River 
}on to 150,000 acres of land that will be 
changed from an arid waste into valuable 
orchards. The tax upon this land will 
return to the Government the $4,000,000 
expended upon the enterprise in ten years, 
when the fund will again be used for a 
| similar undertaking, 

Colorado Springs itself is a most at- 
‘tractive residence and college town of 
125,000 people, with beautiful homes and 
| handsome shaded streets. Nothing sur- 
|prises one who has not watched closely 
the evolution of the West more than its 
{schools of higher learning. Colorado Col- 
llege, which is located here, with its effect- 
jive buildings and exceptionally beautifu! 
campus, is already ranking with the older 
j institutions of the East, and is to-day the 
great influence for intellectual and moral 
leadership in the Rocky Mountain coun- 
try. It is probably doing more to estab- 
lish right-thinking in this part of the 
United States than any other set of influ- 
ences that are at work in the new coun- 
itry. Its engineering school is making a 
| specialty of fitting students for the work 
in connection with the large irrigation 
enterprises that are attracting so much 
attention throughout the arid section. 
| Mr. Carnegie’s recent contribution to its 
funds was largely on account of the work 
which is being done in its scientific de- 
partments. The new laboratory building, 
which it completed last year, is regarded 
as among the best in the country. 

Altogether, I can think of few things 
for a man driven all the year in the rush 
of New York City better than a month or 
two in Colorado, with its plains, its 
{mountains, and its great natural parks. 
A good many people, I find, are forming 
the habit of coming here every Summer, 
and the railroads have planned to bring 
200,000 out here this year. There is room 
;}enough for all, and this city especially 
has unusually good hotel accommodations,

| Multitude of Political Prisoners Gives 
Rise to a Strong Opposition— 
The Constitution Upset. 


A well-known Spanish commercial trav- 
eler, who does un extensive business with 
Venezuela, and whose name, for that rea- 
80n, cannot in fairness be mentioned, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday and made the 
announcement that the power of President 
Cipriano Castro was being threatened. 

“He cannot last much longer,” said the 
informant of THe Times, His rule

‘Castro is doing exactly as he pleases, 
and if he is not careful he may drag sev- 
eral nations into war, He is headstrong,

pockets. Of course he has always done 
this more or less, but since his re-election 
he has acted as if he had decided that 
he was entitled to all the country had 
in it. 

‘The salt mines in Venezuela belong to 
the Government. That being so, Castro, 
without the slightest compunction, has let 
them out to a friend who pays the coun- 
try a pepper-corn rent and makes thou- 
sands, most of which he turns over to the 
President. 

“ Three-quarters of the tobacco reve- 
nue seem also to be going into Castro's 
pocket. I understand that a short time 
ago he gave another friend of his a con- 
tract to collect the tobacco revenues, The 
Government received $500,000 for the con- 
tract. That is all the country gets out of 
its own tobacco taxation. The total rev- 
enue from tobacco is about $2,000,000. 
The other $1,500,000 a year goes to Castro 
by way of the contractor.” 

The traveler was asked about the recent 
election, which created some surprise in 
this country. It was understood here that 
a Venezuelan President was not eligible 
for a second term. Not long ago came the 
announcement by cable that Castro had j 
been unanimously re-elected for a term

far in excess of the usual Presidential 
term. Inquiry elicited the information 
that Cipriano Castro, when he drove his 
predecessor, Andrade, from the palace at 
Caracas, had twisted around the consti- 
tution of the country to suit himself. 
Now, it appears, a Venezuelan President 
may run for as many terms as he pleases. 

“The situation,’ said the traveler, 
‘seems to be that Castro must die either 
in bed or out of it, or somebody must 
knock him off the throne of power. Brief- 
ly, the situation spells revolution. 

‘The recent election was one of those 
farces for which the republic is notorious. 
Castro got together a lot of his own 
Pewee and elected himself. He _ inci- 
ldentally added to his titles that of 

‘Restorer of Venezuela,’ in view of the 
| astounding benefits which he poured upon 
the people when in rags he came from 
the Andes to rule them. 

“TJ am led to understand around Cara- 
cas that Castro’s administration has been 
responsible for the imprisonment of 1,5 
good men, and the exiling of 200 more. 
Such a large number of men must have

DEATH OF J. J. HENNER. 


Celebrated French Artist Was Born in 
Alsace in 1829. 


PARIS, July 23.—Jean Jacques Henner, 
the distinguished painter, who had been 
seriously ill for some time, died here this 
morning, 

He was born tn Alsace in 1829, and was 
educated at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. 
He was a member of the Institute of 
France and a Grand Officer of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 


Some English biographer once wrote in 
a year-book of celebrated living men that 
. J.. Henner was “noted for his Rem- 
branat-like effects."” This statement, 
which, as Edgar Saltus would say, con- 
tains all the elements of libel, has been 
repeated in other books of reference, until 
there igs now. a general impression that 
Henner was an imitator of the great mas- 
ter of chiaroscuro. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. Rembrandt ob- 
tained his effects by the juxtaposition of 
strong light and deep shade; enner by 
the most delicately graduated tones in 
which suavity of line’is everywhere sug- 
gested and outline is practically non-ex- 
istent. It is this elusive quality, 
bined with a mastery of color which can 
only be compared with that possessed 
among the moderns by Monticelli, which 
is the chief charm of his works. Copy- 
ists and forgers have succeeded fairly 
well in imitating some of Henner’s man- 
nerisms, but none has been able to dupli- 
cate his richness of coloring or his deli- 
cacy of line. 
. Henner was born in Alsace on March 
5, 1829. He early showed talent and be- 
came a pupil of Drélling and Picot. At 
the end of his first two years in the Ecole 
des Beaux-Arts he was compelled by ill- 
health to return to his home in ‘Bern- 
willer. He was readmitted eight years 
later, and gained a prize for his ‘‘ Adam 
and Eve Finding the Body. of Abel.” 

After this success M. enner went to 
Rome, where he studied under Hipp, and 
painted four pictures for the Musée de 
Colmar, one of which, ‘The Young Bather 
Asleep,’’ was exhibited at the Salon of 
1863, together with a fine portrait of Vic- 
tor Schnetz. ‘The Chaste Suzanne,’’ 
—— in 1865, was purchased by the 

rench Government, 

Luxembourg. ‘ The Alsacian,” painted in 
1870, one of his best-known pictures, was 
presented to M. Gambetta by a committee 
of Alsacian ladies. 

His later works included ‘* Magdalene in 
the Desert ’’ and ‘‘ The Good Samaritan,” 
1874; ‘‘The Dead Christ,’’ 1878; ‘St. 
Jérome,”’ 1881; ‘‘ Herodias,”’ 1887; ‘ St. 
Sebastian,’’ 1888; “ Portrait of Carolus 
Buran,” 1896; “ Portrait of Mlle. Fou- 
quier,’’. 1897, and ‘‘ The Dream,” 1900. 

M. Henner obtained many medals at 
the Salon. He was elected a member of 
the Académie des Beaux-Arts in succes- 
sion to Cabanel in 1889.

During Saratoga Season. 


|OUTLOOK FOR THE FUTURITY 


| Stakes Worth $40,000 Will Inaugurate 
Autumn Meeting at Sheepshead 
Bay—Big Events of the Week. 


The last week of Summer racing on the 
metropolitan tracks enters to-day at the 
Brighton Beach course. Following the 
close at the seaside track on Saturday 
there will come a month without the sport 
in the vicinity of New York City, while 
Saratoga will be the centre of turf af- 
fairs in the East until Futurity Day at 
Sheepshead Bay inaugurates the Fall 
campaign on the local courses. That big 
event, the greatest and most successful 
fixture of its kind in American racing, 
this season has left in it 132 horses eligi- 
ble to start of the totai number of 1,159 
nominations, and will have a gross value 
of more than $40,000.

The horse- 
men of Southampton and the vicinity 
have made a strong effort to bring polo 
back to its old-time popularity, and the 
tournament this week is expected to draw 
a number of the well-known metropolitan 
teams. 

Immediately after the Southampton 
event the annual tournament of the Point 
Judith Country Club will be held at Nar- 
ragansett Pier. The dates for this are 
from July 29 to Aug. 10, and the New- 
port tournament, at the Westchester 
Club, will follow, lasting to Aug. 23. A 
number of the best Meadow Brook, Rock- 
away, and Westchester: Country Club 
players will be seen in these contests, 
and the New Yorkers will have an oppor- 
tunity of meeting the Bostonians for the 
first time this year, as both the Dedham 
and Myopia Clubs invariably send their 
strongest players to Newport and Narra- 
gansett.
